ABOUT OUR POSTAL SERVICE. 
One of the important questions con­ 
nected with the running of this govern­ 
ment is whether tho post-office depart­ 
ment will ever become self-snpporting. 
The recent unsavory' developments iii 
star service have revived the discussion 
of this question, and the people are be­ 
ginning to think that with a postal aer 
vioe properly managed, tho department 
can be made to pay its own. way. The 
fact that it cost uniter General Brady’s 
management seven hundred dollars to 
carry oue letter on one of the New Mexico 
routes is no ground for the belief that 
letters can not be carried on the star 
routes any cheaper. For a long time 
Blere has been an annual deficiency iu 
the postal department. It becomes as 
common as the deficiency of the State 
prison at Waupun. From three to five 
millions annually was the amount which 
the post-office department was behind, 
and without any particular amouut of 
thought on the part of Congress, tho de­ 
ficiency was made good. If the receipts 
of the department increased rapidly with 
the growth of population and the ex 
pansion 
of 
business, 
the

receipts. Why this was so no oue seem­ 
ed to care, and from year to year things 
went on just is this way.

The postal service will be 
put on a paying basis if possible, by tile 
adoption of honesty and economy. All 
that is required to bnng about a sound 
condition of things in the department 
and to make the postal service pay its

There Is no reason why 
the government should lose $699.97 on 
each letter carried on some of tho star 
routes in the Territories. 
There is no 
business principle or honest method in 
raising the contract price of carrying 
mail 500 per cent on an “ expedited V 
route. The conspiracy to rob tho depart­ 
ment has been shattered, the enormous 
leaks have been stopped, and we may 
hope that during Postmaster General 
James* administration an important step 
will be taken in putting the postal ser­ 
vice on a paying basis.

WASHINTON, May 19.—Friends of the 
administration at Albany, keep tho Pres­ 
ident and his cabinet fully informed of 
what is transpiring there, aud the result 
is the run of information which reaches 
the White House is very cheering. Mr. 
Blaine is especially active in communi­ 
cating with his friends in Albany, and he 
is cheered by the now nattering pros­ 
pect of seeing his old enemy repulsed for 
a season, at least. Tho feeling of Blaine 
toward Conkling is positively hostile, 
but this feeling is not shared by the 
President or other cabinet officers. With 
one exception they would be glad to see 
Conkliug defeated, but they do not dote 
upon the now probable outcome with as 
much delight as does Secretary Blaine.

G ets One Year In the P enitentiary. 


R ockford, May 19.—The long and ex­ 
citing murder and manslaughter trial 
against George W. Glyn has at last come 
to a close by the jury returning tho fol­ 
lowing verdict, after about forty hours’ 
deliberating: 
We, tile jury, find the defendant guilty 
of manslaughter, and fix his penalty at 
one year in the penitentiary. 
This was a surprise to Glynn and his 
friends, for they had rather expected the 
jury would disagree. When the verdict 
wa# read Mrs. Glynn burst into tears 
and sobbed very loud, while Glynn was 
also, for the first time 
during tho 
trial, forced to 
tears. 
The 
jury, 
just 
before 
returning into 
court* 
agreed 
among 
themselves 
not 
to 
divulge Hie least circumstance connected 
with their long struggle and battling, 
but, in spite of this agreement, the fol­ 
lowing facts have been gained: On the 
first ballot they were equally divided as 
to his guilt or innocence, and then, after 
an all-night struggle, those for conviction 
gained one, making it 7 to 5. From that 
point they kept gaining, until they arriv­ 
ed at the verdict as given. The question 
of murder was not considered at all, and 
the longest term of imprisonment pro­ 
posed by any of the jurors was for ten 
years, but that only appeared in one bal­ 
lot. The defense entered a motion for a 
new trial.

Mr. J. M. Bancroft, a civil engineer of 
New York city, noticing the item pub­ 
lished in the Gazette on the 9th of May, 
in regard to the first veneered brick house 
being built at Watertown in this State 
twenty years ago, writes us to say that 
such buildings were erected iii Fall 
River, Massachusetts, between 25 and 30 
years ago, and to-day they are in first 
class condition. Mr. Bancroft says that 
some 8 years ago one of the manufactur­ 
ers there made a careful estimate and 
found that they would build veneered 
brick buildings for the cost of frame with 
the first and second painting, and lienee 
many buildings of that character are lie- 
ing built They arc more durable, and 
cheaper. 


During the past winter there has been 
built by the Detroit, Grhnd Haveu Oz 
Milwaukee railway company, a magnifi­ 
cent iron steamer which is called the 
“City of Milwaukee.”

The Trial* of Chines? Sehoal Children. 


A class of thirty Chinese Sunday- 
school scholars which has been formed 
in 
Cincinnati 
held 
a 
Christmas 
festival. One of the features of the 
evening was an address by Chan Pon 
Tip, 4 schflfcf, in which he thus point­ 
ed out how hard a thing going to school 
is in China: “ We have more letters in 
the alphabet in our language than you 
could count, bnf only Oso from 3,000 to 
3,500, that is all. We do not commence 
to learn the alphabet first, bat learn 
it as we go along in par reading. ‘ The 
first thing we study is to read Confu­ 
cius,^ ow* religion. The children who 
first start to school take but very few 
lessons from Confucius. They arc in­ 
structed by their teachers how to be­ 
have aud what they ought to do for 
their parents, and how to pay good 
respect to strangers. They must l>ow 
amt call a stranger a teacher; for the 
name of teacher is held with great re­ 
spect. 
Tile school-teacher has full 
charge of the children, and the parents 
have vety little to do with them after 
they commence to attend the school. 
The teacher secs the children more aud 
so understands them better, and sees 
them in the wrong, so they can correct 
them better than their parents. 
After 
the first six months they begin to study 
Confucius, and they study until they 
get through the four Kings. Pcrliaps 
the children can get through Confucius 
and the four Kings in three or four 
years. Then they go to college if they 
can afford it. The four Kings are writ­ 
ten by tjie disciples of Confucius; he 
had seventy-two, where Christ had 
twelve. You can never get through 
college until yon become an officer. If 
yon do not want to become an officer 
you have to leave college. 
“ It is much harder for us to go to 
school when we are little. We have to 
be in school in the morning as soon as 
we can see to read, and when the teach­ 
er oomes we have to recite oar lesson, 
and if we do not know it we cannot go 
home for breakfast. After breakfast 
we practice writing two hours. Then 
the writing-books arc taken ap to the 
teacher. We are not allowed to phi}’ 
or talk to any one in the school.

The muck should be dug, 
thrown into heaps, drained and then 
used in the stables, pens and yards as 
an absorbent, or composted with ma­ 
nure, or with lime and wood ashes. 
Whatever means can bo used to decom­ 
pose it will serve to make it available, 
but its best use is as an absorbent for 
the liquids which usually go to waste.—

—A very durable whitewash is made 
as follows: Take onc-half bushel of 
God unstacked lime, slack it with boil­ 
er w’ater, (cover it during the process 
to keep iii the steam;) strain tho liquid 
through a sieve, and add one peck of 
salt, dissolved in warm water, three 
pounds of ground rice boiled to a thin 
paste; stir rn boiling hot onc-half pound 
of 
powdered Spanish whiting, one 
pound of white glue; ad I five gallons 
of hot water; let the mixture stand a 
few days covered from the dirt, and 
apply with a brush. To give it a slight 
yellowish tinge add yellow and brown 
ocher in equal parts, or in such propor­ 
tions as will make the desired shade.

Transplanting. 


There is scarcely any operation in 
gardening where there is so much op­ 
portunity for the exercise of skill and 
good judgment as in transplanting. 
Tho skillful gardener will move his 
plants so that they will hardly receive 
any cheek iii their growth, w’hilc the 
careless removal of plants or the choice 
of too dry weather,, with subsequent 
neglect, occasions the loss of many 
thousands of plants every year and 
much disappointment. In order to bear 
transplanting w’ell the plant should be 
in thrifty, growing condition, but not 
by any means “ drawn” or “long- 
legged,” as gardeners are wont to call 
such 
plants as have suffered from 
crowding or too rapid forcing under 
glass; they should be grown in sandy 
loam, which favors fibrous growth of 
roots, and should be well watered a 
few hours before moving, so as to have 
the roots moist when moved. Then 
care should Im? given to have the loam 
in which the plants arc planted moist 
enough and warm enough to favor 
rapid growth; and if possible, they 
should be shaded from sun and wind 
for a few days after transplanting if the 
sun is hot. 
In order to insure plants against wilt­ 
ing when transplanted, they may be 
rown in pots, but this involves a good 
cal of expense, and a simpler method 
is in use among the gardeners, for 
moving such tender plants as cucum­ 
bers, melons, summer squashes. Lima 
jeans, Ac. The plants are pricked out 
under glass, in groups of four plants 
each, the hills being nine inches square 
or thirty-two to a sash; when grown so 
as to require transplanting, which wil" 
be in about two w eeks, or by the time 
they begin to run, have tho grounc 
ready for them, and wet them down 
well over night, so that the earth wil 
cling to the roots; have ready a few 
square rings of sheet zinc, nine inches 
square, made by folding a strip of zinc 
three inches wide and three feet long, 
into a nine inch square prism, without 
top or bottom, and soldering the edges 
together. Take a ring and press it 
down into the earth around one of the 
hills: then run a spade under it, and 
lift the hill, rinoj and all, on the spade, 
and carry it to its destination, where 
hole is made with a hoc to receive it; 
place the cluster of plants on the spade 
in the hole, draw the earth around the 
spade and remove first the spade, then 
the ring, and the work is complete. 
These tender plants cannot be trans­ 
la te d safely to the open field much 
efore June IO. But cucumbers are 
transplanted thus under glass whenever 
the glass is ready for them. In trans­ 
planting vines, choose a hot day, and 
avoid rainy, cold weather. Lf well 
moistened before transplanting, and 
alod, they will not wilt 


I 


carefully handled, the 
will not 
ittle shade for a 
acy 
much, but may need a Ii 
few days. 
The transplanting of celery, cabbage 
and cauliflower plants is simple and 
easy enough in the cool, moist weather 
of early spring, but in the hot weather 
of midsummer, requires some skill. 
Much depends upon having the land in 
which the plants are to be set thor­ 
oughly fine; if coarse, or lumpy, it is 
much more likely to dry up and de­ 
stroy the plants. Choose, if possible, a 
cloudy day after a rain, but if this can't 
be done, and the weather is dry and hot, 
the plants must be watered. “Keep the 
roots wet while setting them, and water 
every day till they grow, or till rain 
oomes. "This is laborious work, whero 
large fields are set, but it is often tho 
only w’ay to be sure of a crop. 
To 
make the earth fine for setting plants 
it may be thrown into drills with a 
plougn, and then raked down; or, if it 
is desirable to set tho plants low, as in 
the case of celery and cauliflower, the 
rows are marked first with the wheel 
marker, and the spots where the plants 
are to be set made fine by chopping 
with a hoe.—New England Farmer.

ishing the land goes on much 
there will be a marked difference in tho 
price between wheat of old and new 
lands. 
Diversified fanning can alone 
arrest this process, and this is 
only on small farms or on faro 
by men of large ready means.” 
E. H. Walker, the statistician of the 
I Produce Exchange, says this statement 
j need create no alarm as to the country’ s 
supply of wheat, either for consump- 
: tion or export, as 
the deteriora­ 
tion of the California crop would 
' have no material effect except in the re- 
1 turn to tho farmer. The wheat kernel 
would not be quite as full, and hence 
would not make so large a percentage of 
Hour; but the loss by shrinkage would 
not be greater than a pound in a bushel. 
The cause of this deterioration he at­ 
tributes to tho impoverishing of the land 
by growing upon the same land, year 
after year, the same kind of crop, with­ 
out the use of fertilizers. The same sys­ 
tem is practiced to a large extent in the 
Northwest lands, and the richness is 
taken from the soil. 
If there w’cre a 
rotation of crops, or if fertilizers were 
used, the soil would be kept iii good 
condition; but the farmer, anxious to 
make every cent possible, spares every 
item of expense. 
This was the ci\u so 
of the deterioration of the lands in 
New England and in this State for 
wheat-growing purposes; but now the 
farmers practice either a rotation of 
crops or •‘summer fallowing;” 
in 
other words, let the land lie over one 
season, or sow clover, and when it has 
attained its summer growth plow it in 
for fertilizing. The wheat crop of tho 
United States last year was about 448,- 
000,000 bushels, of which California and 
Oregon furnished about 31,000,000 bush­ 
els. The surplus amounted to about 
200.000.000 bushels, of which about 
180.000.000 bushels were exported to 
other parts of the world, California and 
Oregon f uniishing about 23,500,000 bush­ 
els, which were exported to tho East 
Indies, China, Japan, Australia and the 
Sandwich Islands. 
Mr. Walker stated 
that the estimated wheat crop of the 
United States* for 1881 was about 480,- 
000,000 bushels, of which California and 
Oregon would furnish between 30,000,- 
000 and 85,000,000 bushels. Of this 
amount California and Oregon would re­ 
quire for seed about 1,500,000 bushels, 
and for consumption, for an estimated 
population of 1,000,000 inhabitants, 
4.000.000 bushels. 
For tho rest of the 
United States there would bo required 
about 55,000,000 bushels for seed, and 
200.000.000 bushels for the population 
of about 50,000,000 pf people. 
This 
would make a total of about 260,000.- 
000 bushels for food and seed, leaving 
a surplus of nearly 230,000,000 for ex­ 
port. 
The average yield an acre, according 
to Mr. W aller's estimate, is thirteen 
bushels, while the English farmer se­ 
cures about twenty-eight bushels an 
acre, simply from the free use of fertil­ 
izers. Mr. Walker stated that in Genesee 
County and other parts of this State, 
where years ago the farmers obtained as 
much as thirty bushels an acre, they now 
get from twelve to fourteen bushels 
only.—N. Y. Tribune.

—The West India sugar interests suf­ 
fered seriously from a frost on Februa­ 
ry IO, the severest on rocord since the 
Spanish conquest. It is said that sev­ 
eral years must elapse before many 
plantations can recover their usually 
healthy conditiou. 
A loss of over $1,- 
000,000 is re|)orted. 
—The deepest coal pit in England — 
that of the Ashton Moss Colliery Com- 
pany—has, after six years’ boring, 
reached the desired coal beds. 
The 
sinkings have reached a depth of 897 
yards (including the six-foot seam of 
coal), and the borings have gone down 
to 1,050 yards. 
—The “Modocs” that are to bo used 
in hauling coal from the mines are 
mammoth locomotives, the most jhjw- 
erful in the world. 
They weigh twelve 
tons more than an ordinary locomotive, 
have eight driving wheels, and will 
haul fifty loaded ears of twenty tons 
each. 
--The Soyran & Orenberg Railway 
bridge across the river Volga, in Russia, 
just finished, cost $8,000,000. 
Where 
the bridge is built the river is more 
than a mile wide. 
The 14 piers 
which supjiort the girders are IOO feet 
above the mean level of the water, and 
the girders .‘ICI feet long and 30 feet 
wide. 
—London is the great grass-seed ex 
change, where enormous quantities are 
collected from the countries which grow 
the different kinds best, and arc stored 
in the immense and lofty warehouses 
of tho wholesale dealers, heaping the 
floors until reduced by distribution 
Tho shipments to the various colonies 
demand the larger portion, but all na­ 
tions take more or less. and the home 
demand is extensive. The United States 
and Canada contribute seed of red 
clover and timothy to the great aggre­ 
gate, aud draw otner sorts from it. 
—Car wheels are now kept in their 
place without being keyed on. 
In for­ 
mer times the keys would drop out by 
the constant jar, and be almost sure to 
precipitate an accident; besides they 
weakened the axlo and wheel.

Landmark. Hat the Historic Walls 
m i l l S tu d . 
About half-past nine o'clock last night 
the fire bells tapped out the lively an. 
nouncement of a blaze, tile building 
threatened being an old one of A. Hyatt 
Smith’s, in the Second ward. It .had 
been used for a barn, and an accumula­ 
tion of straw made the flames to burn 
briskly and throw a bright light, and 
caused the destruction of all the build­ 
ing, but the 
brick walls. The loss 
is not heavy, and there was no insurance* 
No cause of the lire is ascertained, as 
the building hod been standing idle and 
unoccupied for some time. 
This building was one of the old land­ 
marks of the city. It has the historic 
honor of being the first brick building 
erected here, aud its walls were made of 
the first brick ever burned in Janesville. 
It was built by Mr. Smith in 1813, as a 
stable, and two years later was changed 
into a house and occupied for a time by 
William Hudson, there being a greater
